He was handsome, promising and full of 
manliness. Among the girls he met on 
that visit was Ida Saxton, daughter of 
James A. Saxton, a wealthy banker, and 
one of the most prominent men in the 
section. Miss Saxton was drawn to the 
young hero, but her father would allow 
no engagement or even discussion of an 
engagement while his daughter was go- 
ing to school. 

On her return to Canton, life looked fair 
to the young graduate. Pretty, refined, 
accomplished and just a trifle of a co- 
quette, her life might have been as bril- 
liant as any butterfly’s, but her father 
was a man who had Covenanter ideas, if 
not blood. He was a Presbyterian, rigidly 
honest, sternly just. with a code of his 
own and opinions as fixed as granite. 

“T am not a poor man,"’ he said, “but 
nobody can tell what the future has in 
store for us.

sell herself in mattimony. She must love 
the man she. marries.’’

With the “blind instinct” of 
a woman she clung to that faith until it 
was realized. 

Mrs. McKinley has always been a 
valuable help to her husband. When 
hig first political opportunity came Major 
McKinley was reluctant to take it./ It 
was his wife who persuaded him to ac- 
cept. 


The whole life of this devoted wife 
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mother. The impress of her father’s 
teaching, both emotional and intellectual, 
has ‘remained with Mrs. McKinley 
through the years. She was always,what 


Ther futher had molded her to be. In her 


early years she was-a member of the 
Presbyterian church, but:she was hever 
theologically fastidious. 

Next to children, Mrs. McKinley loved 
flowers. She preferred pink roses and al- | 
ways had them by her. ‘She had not the. 
least desire for animals.or birds and 
never cared to have them around her. 
During her leisure as a relief from read- 
ing, of which she is very fond, she spends 
her time in crocheting slippers, which she 
bestows upon friends and upon patients 
in charity hospitals. 

After She became the “first lady of 
the land’’ Mrs. McKinley collected a great 
wardrobe of magnificent gowns, but the 
truth is she cared very little about dyess. 
In private she is a simple dresser.

It was the intention of Attorney General 
Knox to visit Atlanta, but at the last mo- 
ment he was compelled to wire Judge 
Newman that he would have to indefinite- 
ly postpone the trip. It is his intention, 
however, to inspect the new prison be- 
fore its completion In the fall, and he will 
visit Atlanta probably some time during 
the summer. 

Messrs. Strong, McClaughry and Eames, 
eccompanied by Congressman Lon F. Liv- 
ingston, J. S. B. Thompson. general agent 
of the Southern railway; Walter H. Har- 
rison, superintendent of construction, and 
John Griffith, contractor, of Chicago, paid 
a visit to the fedéral penitentiary yester- 
day and were much gratified by the proe* 
ress of the work. They will return to 
Washington today. 

Warden McClaughry was brought along 
in order that General Agent Strong could 
receive the benefit of “his suggestions as 
to the cell arrangement and furnishing 
of the new penitentiary. Mr. McClau¢h- 
ry is one of the most experienced prison 
wardens in the United States and an ex- 
pert criminologist. Prior to his appoint- 
ment to his responsible position some ten 
years ago he was for a dozen or more 
years warden of the great state peniten- 
tiary at Joliet, [)1. 

Major Strong will submit the sugges- 
tions agreed upon from the finishing and 
furnishing of. the buildings to the attor- 
ney general, and the contractor will then 
be given instructions accordingly. To de- 
cide upon these matters was the object 
of the party’s visit to the prison. 

An Ideal Structure. 

To a representative of The' Constitution 
(Major Strong gave the result of his obser- 
vations at the new penitentiary, express- 
ing his unreserved approval of the build- 
ing as thus far constructed. 

‘T consider the structure an ideal one 
of its kind,”’ said Major Strong, ‘‘and there 
is no reason that I can see, why when it 
is completed, it shouki not be in every 
respect a model prison. It is well built 
and excellently arranged throughout. I 
never saw a more staunch and graceful 
structure.. The site. is also admirable.” 

Asked when it would be ready for occu- 
pancy, Major Strong said: 

“Possibly by the last of October or not 
later than the Ist of December. The work 
of interior construction is now lageing, 
pending the arrival of the steel cells, 
which have been a trifle delayed in ship- 
ment. They are to be furnished by the 
Stewart Iron Works. of Cincinnatd, O. 
These cages will be put in pace next 
month, when the corr‘dofs and the various 
interior departments will be pushed to 
comp!letion.”’ 

Warden McClaughey Talks. 

Warden McClaughry added his praise of 
the new penitentiary to that of General 
Agent Strong. ; 

“I never saw a more thoroughly and 
practically constructed penal institution,” 
said he. ‘The building is a model of arch- 
ftectural beauty, and the interior arrange- 
ment would be hard to improve on. Some 
éf its features are worthy of imitation in 
future prison construction by the govern- 
ment.’’ 

‘ Warden McClaughry is successfully 
using conVict labor in the construction of 
the new penitentiary at Leavenworth. He 
says most of the prisoners, with a little 
practice, ‘make good stonecutters, and 
little outside skilled labor is being em- 
ployed. The saving to the government 
will be enormous. 

' The main Huilding, of which the struc. 
ture now building in Atlanta is to con- 
stitute a wing, wil be built by convict 
tabor in accordance with Major Me- 
Claughry’s plan. This news should serve

- CARTER IS LIKE CAGED EAGLE 
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Warden McClaughry Says. Ey. 
Captain Carter Will Again 
Apply for Bail 


Oberlin M. Carter, former captain of 
engineers, United States army, will make 
another effort before the supreme court 
on bail from the 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. 

Such is the information of Major R. W. 
McClaughry, warden of the Leavenwerth 
prison, who is here with the officials who 
came yesterday to inspect the new fed- 
eral prisdn tn the cotrse of eonstruation 
near Atlanta. 

*“T understand,” said’ Major McClaughry, 
“that Carter will make another effort to 
procure his release on bail, basing his 
application on the decision of Judge 
Brown ordering Greene and the Gaynors 
back to Savannah for trial. Carter was 
jointly indicted with them for conspiracy, 
and he c:aims that it Ils necessary for him 
to be there to stand trial and to furnish 
the necessary technical evidence in the 
case. 

‘His appeal from the decision of Judges 
Thayer and Hook denying him habeas 
corpus is still pending in the supreme 
court, but cannot be heard until] next fall 
because the court is now taking vacation. 
Neither can his second application for 
bail on these new grounds be heard be- 
fore that time.”’ 

Like a Caged Eagle. 

“How does the prisoner take his confine-

ment now? 
asked. 

“Still emphatic in the assertion of his 
innoncence he has periods of great de- 
pression accompanied by extreme ner- 
vousness, though he admits, being inno- 
cent as he claims, that he should endure 
his imprisonment without a murmur. 

“Notwithstanding this, he is like a caged 
eagle, beating his head against the bars. 
I do not mean literally, but mentally. 
Of course, he does not try to escape; it 
would profit him nothing. But the suffer- 
ing of the man confined may be compared 
to that of the eagle in captivity. 

“Carter, however, is a good prisoner, 
He is getting along well and gives no 
trouble. His frequent extreme nervyous- 
ness is the result, I think, of his constant 
efforts to get his case before the courts. 
He bears up well and makes a desperate 
effort at times to be cheerful. 

“Carter still has three lawyers who are 
working on his case in every direction. 
They are Frank P. Blair, of Chicago; 
Judge Jerry Wilson, of Washington, and 
John H. Atwood, of Leavenworth, 

Reading the Dreyfus Case. 

“Blair takes the case to heart aimost 
as much as Carter does. He is continual- 
ly comparing Carter’s case to that of 
Dreyfus, in France. The other day he 
came to the prison with four or five vol- 
umes of the record in the Dreyfus case 
and asked me for permission for Carter 
to read them. I told him I had no objec- 
tion whatever, but asked him his object 
tn kaving Carter read them. ‘I want him 
to see,’ he replied, ‘how much his case is 
ltke that of Dreyfus, a fact which sooner 
or later will be demonstrated.’ 

“‘Then you want him pardoned,’ I said. 
‘No.’ he replied, ‘not pardoned, but ¥.n- 
dicated.’ 

“Carter was permitted to read the Drey- 
fus record, but I do not know what com- 
fort he extracted from it. 

“Carter accepts whatever is provided for 
him just as do the other prisoners, and 
without.complkxint. He wears the same 
clothing and-eats the same food. His 


work at present is the same as he has 
had for some time. He keeps all the rec- 


ords in the prison hospital, and for three 
or four hours every day he works on the 
lawn in front of the hospital. We have 
quite a flower garden there, and it re- 
quires much more attention than would 
be the case in this country, for the flow- 
ers do not flourish so readily there.”’

Watden McClaughry was asked about 
the reports that Carter had to sit next 
to negroes at times in the dining hall, 
“That is hardly correct,’’ the warden re-, 
plied.

asd Now Preparing tor the 
Event. 


Savan Ge., May 16.—@pecial.)>— 
June 2th next will be the 115th anniver- 
Sary of the death of General Nathaniel 
Greene. The story of the discovery of 
General Greene‘s remains in the old Co- 


-lonial cemetery, after they had been lost 


nearly a century, has recently been told. 
It is now proposed to remove the remains 
On the next anniversary of General 
Greene’s burial and to reinter them be- 
neath the Greene monument, which 
stands in Greene square at the head of 
Bull street. 

Roben A. Waller. of Savannah, ,whose 
wife is a lMneal descendant of General 
Greene and who is to that extent the 
tTepresentative of the Greene family in 
Georgia, has stated his willingness to this 
arrangement and it is not believed that 
there will be any objection from any 
quarter. 

The Society of the Cincinnati, of Rhode 
Island, and probably other revolutionary 
societies of that state would, of course, be 
communicated with and to Colonel Asa 
Bird Gardiner, president of the former 
society, who led in the successfu] search 
for General Greene’s remains, woule 
naturally fill a conspicuous part in the ex- 
ercises. It is believed that a suggestion 
of this kind would meet with Colonel 
Gardiner’s decided approval. 

The exercises will be of an imposing 
character and will be participated in by 
emot only the jJocal revolutionary and 
patriotic societies, but by distingtished 
citizens both of the state and the nation. 

The Chatham Artillery. which had fired 
the salute over the grave of General 
Greene, participated also in the cere- 
monies attendant upon the reception in 
honor of Genera! Lafayette and the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of the Greene 
monument. In 1886, when the bronze 
memorial tablets, which ornament the 
north and south faces of the pediment of 
the ‘monument. were. unveiled, the Chat- 
ham Artillery again™fired the salute, 
from the same guns presented the com- 
mand by General Washington. that had 
been used on former occasions. 

It is probable that should the reinter- 
ment of Genera] Greene's remains bé- 
neath the monument to his services and 
memory take place. the Chathams would 
again fire the salute over the grave, from 
the same historic guns that have thun- 
dered on former occasions in his honor.

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lighting Service in the Georgia 
Town Is in Bad Shape and the 
Tax Wayers Are Clam- 
ing for More and 
Better Lights. 


Albany, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)—The 
taxpayers of Albany are to vote June 9th 
in a special bond election ordered by the 
city council to determine whether $25,000 
of 4 per cent gold bonds shall be issued, 
the money to be used for tha improve- 
ment and consolidation of the water- 
works and electric lighting plants owned 
and operated by the municipal govern- 
ment. 

While it is believed that the issue of 
bonds will be authorized, there is noth- 
ing lke unanimity of sentiment on that 
ine. Several years ago the city bought 
the present lighting system from a pri- 
vate company, paying therefor $20,000. 
Several] thousand dollars in excess of that 
amount were spent at the same time in 
improving the plant. 

During the last two or three years the 
municipal lighting service has been un- 
satisfactory, and the charge has been re- 
peatedly made that the city bought a “guild 
brick’”’ when the system owned by e pri- 
vate company passed into its hands. 
There have been innumeruble accidents 
at the power house, some of them of a 
seriovs character, and the city has been 
in darkness many times in consequence 
Every engine in the plant has blown out 
‘ts cylinder head at least once, and less 
than two weeks ago the largest of the 
rrachines in use tore itself to pieces as the 
result of a disabled governor. 

Then it was that the public clamor for 
en improved service became such that it 
cevla not be ignored. A mass meeting 
was called, and the city council was re- 
quested to ‘‘take steps whereby the elec- 
tric lighting service should be made such 
as a city of Albany’s cless has a right to 
expect and enjoy.’’ The council there- 
upon ordered the special election to be 
held on the 9th proximo. 

In the event the issue of bonds should 
be authorjzed the present lighting slant 
will be abandoned and a new one erected 
in conjunction with the waterworks plant 
on North street. There i8 no finer water- 
works system in the south than Albany's, 
and it has never been the subject of com- 
plaint or adverse criticism. To make the 
changes and improvements contemplated 
will cost considerably more than - $25,000 
but the additional funds required will be 
realized from the sale of the old plants 
machinery. 

A special registration is being held for 
the June election, and a heavy vote will 
probably be cast.

Seaboard Air Line Enjined from 
Requiring a Road 


MUST SHOW CAUSE AT ONCE 


Vertiicts Against a Company Cannot 
Be Enforced Because Property 
Cannot Be. Found — Case 
Promises To Become 
Interesting. 


* Columbia, S. C., May 16.—Today at 
Chester Judge Gage issued an order re- 
straining the Seaboard Air-Line from 
acqpiring the South Bound railroad, and 
ordering the authorities of the latter road 
to show cause why a receiver should not 
be appointed. 

The South Bound was built about eight 
years ago between Columbia and Jack- 
sonville. It was immediately leased by 
the Fiorida, Central and Peninsular. 
Later the Seaboard acquired, by lease, 
the property of the Florida Central and 
Peninsula. The latter road was never 
incorporated in this state, nor has the 
Seaboard Air Line a domestic charter. 
Consequently damage suits must be made 
out against the South Bound. 

Messrs. P. II. Nelson, G. Duncan Bel- 
linger and John P. Thomas, Jr., repre- 
senting several clients, have ,.verdicts 
against the South Bound aggregating 
nearly $50,000. When/ they attempted 
to levy on the proverty of the South 
Bound to collect these judgments, they 
were informed by the sheriffs in two 
counties that the South Bound owns no 
property subject to levy. 

The complaint before Judge Gage al- 
leged that neither of the successors of 
the South Bound should lease or operate 
that road as they are not chartered un- 
der the laws of this state, and that a re- 
ceiver should be appointed for the insol- 
vent South Bound.

SEARCH. MADE FOR A WOMAN 


Alleged That Small Woman Left 
Ayers’ Room After the Shots 
Were Fired. 


Washington, May 16.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of John 8S. Ayers, 
the young census office clerk, who was 
found/dead’in his room at the Kenmore, 
in thfs city, with a bullet in his body, 
claimg thd f&ittention of almost the entire 
local detective corps. One of the detec- 
tives. asserted today that it would be 
cleared up in a day or two. 

The principal clew is found in the ‘tate 
ment of Thomas M. Baker, who saw a 
woman descend the fire escape of the ho- 
tel after three shots were fired. A second 
witness to the descent of the woman on 
the fire escape was found today in Willie 
Wolfe, a fourteen year old boy, who lives 
Opposite the hotel. He says he heard 
three pistol shots and immediately went 
to the window, whence he saw a woman, 
oad in a dark skirt, enter the escape from 
the window of young Ayers’s room and 
after descending to the second story dis- 
appear through the parlor window. This 
story corroborates that of Mr. Baker. 

The woman, who is described as of small 
stature and with dark hair, descended 
slowly and evidently was afraid of fall- 
ing. By passing through the parlor she 
might easily have gained access to the 
hall and thence passed unnoticed to any 
pat of the building. The appearance 
of the body suggested the possibility of a 
desperate struggle and also that another 
man may have taken a part in it. The 
coroner is fully satisfied that the wounds 
were not self inflicted.

General MacArthur 7 Is Prosecuting

Washington, May 16.—Tangible evidence 
that Genera] MacArthur is prosecuting 
an active campaign of education in the, 
Philippines comes to the war department 
in the shape of a number of copies of'a 
coridensed “history of the United States 
of America,’’ which has been published 
under the military governor's direction, 
‘and is being scattered broadcast for the 
enlightment of the Filipino race. 

The history, although necessarily con- 
densed, is very comprehensive. It is 
printed in ‘both English and Spanish in 
alternate pages. The frontispiece is a 
map of the United States. Then follows 
a presentation of facts concerning the 
physical features of this nation, the 
separation of the American colonies from 
Great Britain and the nation’s growt¢4 
after independence, both as to territorial 
‘and industrial developments. The gov- 
ernment itself igs then taken up and set 
forth in detail, national, state and local, 
and the volume concludes with the fule 
text of the constitution. its amendments 
and the declaration of independence. 

The publication of this little volung 
marks the first opportunity which Filipi- 
nos generally have had to read for them- 
selves the fundamental laws of the 
United States of America.

THEIR LIABILITIES HEAVY 


Estimated at $190,000—Open Ac- 
counts Make Total of $450,- 
000—Johnson Is a Son in 
Law of Former Sena- 
tor Gormon. 


Washington, May 16.—The stock broker- 
age firm of Gurley & Johnson, in this 
city, has failed and notice of the suspen- 
sion of business will be posted on its doors 


tomorrow. The open accounts make up a 


total of $450,000. The labilities are $190,000, 
Neither member of the firm would make 
& statement tonight. 

The failure is a result of the recent Wall 
street panic. Ever since the November 
election the firm has been doing an enor- 
mous business, handling, it is said, more 
transactions in stocks than any other le- 
gitimate brokers in Washington. In ex- 


pectation of a slump, warnings had been, 


given its patrons and some precautions 
taken, but with the wild times that pre- 
vailed in New York broad margins put up 
by local people were swept away.

With an easy running 
typewriting machine and a copy of ‘‘Ca- 
price’ before him, he might have begun 
his play after a late breakfast and fis- 
ished it in time to go to the ball game 
in the afternoon. 

“Caprice” is a far cry from ‘‘Lady Win- 
dermere's Fan,’’ in point of literary mer- 
it, but it appeals with absolute surety to 
the intelligence and sympathy of the 
average theatergoer. A woman who is 
put uvon is sure to have a host of ad- 
mirers and sympathizers; this is notably 
true if she should happen to be a pretty 
woman. It is the easiest possible way of 
reaching the stronghold of any person's 
emotions. 

The story of ‘‘Caprice”’ 1s the story ofa 
man, wealthy and educated, who mar- 
ries a pretty and unsophisticated coun- 
try girl despite the opposition of his 
parents. He is to paint pictures while 
she learns to play the plano, and life 
is to be one grand illustrated song. But 
the dialect gets on his nerves. He be- 
gins to buck, jump and say things every 
time he hears it. His wife sees that she 
is due to meet a hard finish, and de- 
termines to leave him. She goes to a 
finishing school, and is taught several 
things. She comes back with a stage 
name and a Worth gown and meets the 
painter. It was too easy. The artistic 
temperament was gratified; they forgét 
their dialect days and lived happily to- 
gether forever afterward. 

The members of the company were 
thoroughly at home in their work, and 
gave a finished and excellent performance.

It was a dainty and charming 
performance,

vivacity is at times too jerky and too 
strenuous. She jitched the lighter scenes 
on too high a key, but her emotlonal 
work came up to all the requirements of 
the part. 

Mr. McHugh confirmed and strengthen- 
ed the impression made by his previous 
performances, in a character role that 
allowed him full scope. He gave a 
splendid performance. 

William Stuart, too, in an unimportant 
part, contrived to show. in one bit of 
work how good an actor he is.

Reports Are Made on Education, Ne- 
gro Evangelization, Publication, 
Foreign Missions — May 
- bendon Interna- 

tional Lessons. 


Little Rock. Ark.. May 16.—One hundred 
and ‘eighty-five commissioners wére pres- 
ent at Il o’clock this morning when the 
retiring moderator, Judge Joseph W. 
Martin. of Little Rock, called the forty- 
first session of the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church in the United 
States, popularly known as the Southern 
Presbyterian church, to order in the First 
Presbyterian church. They represent the 
synods of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Texas and Virginia. 

After singing by the choir Moderator 
Martin introduced Dr. N. M. Wood. of 
Memphis, who delivered the opening ser- 
mon. which was a strong presentation 
of the Bible doctrine of sin. The venér~ 
able Dr. G. W. Boggs, of Holly Springs, 
Miss., was called upon to assist in the 
opening services. He was a commissioney 
in the first general assembly in Augusta. 
Ga., in 1861. The business proceedings 
were preceded by an eloquent prayer from 
Moderator Martin. 

The stated clerk. Rev. W. A. Alexander’ 
of Clarksville, Tenn., before calling the 
roll announced that there had been no 
changes in the numbers or designation of 
presbyteriegs during the year. — 

Dr. Wood for Moderator. 


The moderator declared that. nomina- 
‘tions for moderator’ were in order. Dr. 
R. P. Kerr, of Virginia, nominated Dr. 
Neander Woods, of Memphis. The nomi- 
nation was. seconded by Dr. F. R. Beat- 
tie. of Louisville, and Dr. W. R. Dobyns, 
of Missouri. No other names were placed 
in nomination and Dr. Woods was given 
the unusual] honor of election by acclama- 
tion. 

Drs. Dobyns, of Missouri. and Scott. of 
Alabama. were elec temporary clerks. 
The hours of meeting were fixed at 9 a, 
m., 2:30 p. m. and 8 p. m. ' 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the reading and referring. of reports on 
edt cation and colored evangelization and 
the reports of. the executive committees 
on publication at:d foreign. missions. 

The Rev. Joseph H. Lumpkin, the sec- 
retary, submitted a_report on the subject 
of education. for thé ministry. ~ ©’ 

There are enrolled this year #66 beneficiary 
candidates for the ministry who are pursuing 
their studies, eighty-four in theology and 
eighty-two in colleges, The report showed 
that there has en a heavy decline in the 
number of candidates aided by the committee, 
and it dealt vigorously with this phase of the 
subject. Special emphasis was laid upon the 
character of those who should be received as 
candidates for the ministry, it being insisted 
that the preacher should be a leader of men 
and that in order to do this he must be a 
manly man, thoroughly equipped for his work. 

The receipts for the year were encouraging, 
being very much in advance of those of any 
previous year for some years,past. The ‘total 
was $18,750. The committee had been en- 
abled to meet iu full all financial obligations. 
and reported an encouraging balance. “Al- 
though,’’ the report stated, ‘‘there appears rea- 
son to fear that the spirit of worldliness is se- 
riously affecting all departments of the work 
of the church a dangerously ' diminishing 
~ future ministry, these receipts are encour- 
aging.’’ 


Work Among Negroes. 


The colored evangelistic committee, of 
which the Rev. D. Clay Lilly, of Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., is’ secretary, reported an 
increase in. the number of colored Pres- 
byterian communicants, due in a meas- 
ure to the efforts of the committee to 
ee the colored people through evan- 


The report showed an increase in the num- 
ber of mission Sunday schools for colored peo- 
ple, taught by consecrated white men and 
women, There was a larger amount paid out 
by the committee to the colored ministers and 
churches‘ last year than for a number of pre- 
vious years, and the figures from the colored 
churches showed considerably the largest 
amounts contributed in their history. 

The schools under the direction and control 
of the committee have had a prosperous year, 
the enrollment having largely increased. 

The Stillman institute for training colored 
ministers has been much enlarged and can now 
accommodate 100 boarders. The report showed 
that the work of the committee is in a growing 
and progressive condition, 

The fortieth annual report of the executive 
committee of publication was in part as fol- 


lows: 

The business of the depository has not 
equalled that of the previous year, but it 
must be remembered that an excess of 25 per 
cent was then reported over the average sales 
of »the house. The difference is in part ac- 
counted for by the fact that our list of new 
publications has been smaller for the last 
year than in some former years, The sale of 
hymn books has also been restricted by the 
fact that many new churches needing new 
supplies have deferred action in the matter in 
expectation of the new hymn book, 

We are compelled to report a decreased col- 
lection for the work of colportage and Sab- 
bath school missions, the total amount re- 
ceived being only $7,694, about $300 less than 
last year, and this includes about $600 con- 
tributed for the support of the Sabbath school 
superintendents, . 

‘The report of the treasurer of publications 
shows that the receipts were $39,453, and the 
expenditures $41,858, the balance in the treas- 
ury being $5,12!. he assets are $/ 17,185, 
and the liabilities $157.91. The publishing 
house account shows net receipts of $2,070. 


Foreign Mission Work. 


The executive committee of foreign 
missions submitted its fortieth report, 
which was in part as follows: | 

The committee felt warranted tn aski the 
churches to observe the first Sabbath in May, 
the day of our annual collection, as a day of 
special praise and thanksgiving to God, f 
the reason that by His merctful providence no 
member of our force in China suffered bodily 
harm, and that, so far as we know, not a 
single piece of our mission property was in- 
jured. The committee did not deem it best 
for the work that all the China missionaries 
should return home, notwithstanding their en- 
forced absence for nearly a whole year from 
their stations, but instruction was given that 
all those whose furloughs were due, or nearly 
due, stiould return, and also any who needed 
to come for reasons of health. For these rea- 
sons an unusual number of the members of 
the China mission are now at home. The ex- 
pense of their travel and the extra expense of 
living at Shanghai for those who remained has 
largely increased the cost of the work for the 
present year. e 

At the time this report is written “some of 
Our missionaries have already returned to their 
stations, and all were expecting to return by 
the ist of March. Your. committee believes 
that the day of great opportunities in China 
is now dawning and earnestly hopes that, by 
the ce of , Our church will be found 
ready to meet i! 

The work in all our other fields has made 
encouraging progress, 

Every mission field we now have is suffering 
from inadequate equipment in the way of buil-- 
ings for schools, hospitals and dwellings, and 
the inadequate manning of stations. Before 
inaugwvrating the Cuba mission we already had 
more work on hand t our t income 
in any one year would properly support. For 
this reason only the committee was reluctant 
to n that mission.

Philadelphia, May 16.—The Presbyterian 
general ‘assembly, which bégan its 113th 
meeting here today, disposed of two im- 
portant matters during the afternoon ses- 
sion. Rev. Henry Collin Minton; D. D., 
of San Anselmo, Oal., was-elected moder- 
ator and by an emphatic vote the assem- 
bly decided to accept the ‘‘Peoria plan” of 
choosing standing committees, though an 
effort was made to obviate the system. 
Rev. Dr. Minton's only opponent was Rev. 
George T. Purves, D. D., LL. D., of New 
York, and of the 413 votes cast Dr. Minton 
received 337 and Dr. Purves 76. 

The opening session was called to order 
iby Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickey, the retir- 
ing moderator, at 11 o’clock in Calvary 
Presbyterian church» where ‘all the busi- 
ness meetings of té assembly will be 
held. Of the 650 commissioners there were 
but few absentees. 

Calvary chape] was given over to the 
various local committees who establish- 
ed headquarters in the building in order 
to be within easy access of the visiting 
delegates. 

The opening hymn, “I Love Thy Church, 
O God,”’ was sung by the vast assemblage 
of delegates and spectators. Dr. Nicolls 
offered prayer in which he made touching 
reference to the illness of Mrs. McKinley. 
Then came the sermon of Rev. Dr. 
Dickey. who spoke for two hours on the 
coming of the kingdom of Christ.’’ At 
the conclusion of his sermon Dr. Dickey 
constitutéd the assembly. Recess was then 
taken until 3 o’clock when the foll of com- 
missioners was called and the organiza- 
tion of the assembly effected. 

Nominations for moderators were de- 
clared in order and Rev. Dr. W. C. Rob- 
erts, of Danville, Ky., placed the name of 
Dr. Purves before the assembly. 

Rev. Dr. Minton was placed in nomina- 
tion by the Rev. Hugh K. Walker, D. D., 
of Los Angeles, Cal, 

President James D. Moffatt, of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson college, in seconding 
Dr. Minton’s nomination, and the time 
had arrived when the general assembly 
should be made a continental congress. 

The vote resulted as above stated .

numerous entertainments hurriedly is- 
sued bulletins that evervthing had been 
abandoned out of respect to the presi- 
dent. 

Meantime an air of death itself pervad- 
ed the Scott residence. Servants flitted 
about like shadows. Messenger boys with 
telegrams. and cables from all parts of 
the world inquiring for news of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition passed in endless 
streams to the door, which opened noise- 
lessly at their approach. The president 
could not be persuaded to leave the sick- 
room and he remained there constantly 
with the doctors and nurses, seemin-‘ly 
incapable of fatigue. 

The room in which Mrs. McKinley lay 
is a sunny chamber at the southwest 
corner of the residence, but the flood 
of sunshine was excluded lest the brig. 
light might disturb the patient. Gath- 
ered in the adjoining room were the -la- 
dies of the cabinet. Miss Barber, Mrs. 
McKinley’s niece, had remained at the 
Scott residence all night and Mr. and 
Mrs. Morse, nephew and niece of Mrs. 
McKinley, were summoned early this 
morning. Below stairs the members of 
the cabinet—Postmaster General Smith, 
Secretary Hay, Secretary Hitchcock and 
Secretary .Wilson—were waiting. 

From time to time Secretary Cortelyou, 
who has had entire charge of everything 
throughout the entire ordeal of' the last 
few days, and who has been present 
almost continually, came down. to keep 
them informed of the developments. Mrs. 
McKinley suffered little. She lay prac- 
tically in a stupor and the doctors said 
there was no pain. Every one at the 
residence realized that she was in’ the 
shadow of death and that it would require 
almost a miracle to save her. 

At ll o’clock the physician had another 
consultation. “‘No better’’ was the state- 
ment they issued. 


SUFFERER RATLIES 


AND HOPE REVIVES 
Privately, they shook their- heads. Mrs. 
McKinley had no reserve strength to call 


upon. She had taken practically no nour- 
ishment for several days, but even with 


everything against her, they said there 


was still a bare chance for her to sur- | 


vive. 

As the day progressed there was a no- 
ticeable improvement in Mrs. McKinley’s 
condition and a distinct revival of hope in 
the minds of the anxtous watchers at 
her bedside. Her mind cleared and she 
asked the president about the ladies of the 
cabinet and how they were enjoying them- 
‘selves. She expressed a desire that her 
ilIness should. not be allowed to interfere 
with their pleasure. Miss Hitchcock and 
Miss Wilson, who were:in the next room 
at the time, were summoned and _ she 
greeted them with a faint smile. During 
the progress of luncheon, which Postmas- 
ter General Smith and Secretary Hitch- 
cock took with the president, Miss Barber 
came down stairs and told the smal] com- 
pany that Mrs. McKinley had just asked 
for chicken and coffee, saying she was 
tired of the liquid nourishment that the 
doctors were giving her. This evidence 
of her reviving strength was considered 
extremely gratifying and for a time the 
little company was almost exultant. Per- 
haps, however, the hope they felt was 
disproportionate to the slight grounds 
upon which is was based. The doctors, of 
course, were compelled to refuse Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley solid food. For two days they 
have been able to give her only beef tea 
and brandy, together with the other stim- 
uvlants for her enfeebled heart action. 
Nitro-glycerin and the most powerful stim- 
ulants known to the medical profession 
have been resorted to, - 

At about 2:30 o’clock the president de- 
cided to go for a walk, and, accompanied 
by the postmaster general and the sec- 
retary of the interior, he strolled through 
the neighboring streets, returning the re- 
spectful salutations which were met with 
from all who recognized him and once or 
twice he stopped to shake hands with 
those who stepped up and requested that 
privilege. _ 

PRESIDENT WANTS 

PUBLIC TO KNOW 
* Upon his return-to the house he cheeri- 
ly told a group of newspaper men assem-~ 
bled there that Mrs. McKinley was hoid- 
ing her @wn. During the afternoen the 
president expressed the opinion that the 
public was entitled to specific information 
regarding the nature of Mrs. MicKinley’s 
illness and the treatment she was receiv- 
ing. Up to that time the bulletins issued 
at intervals since yesterday had been of 
the briefest and most vague character, 
and the public was largely in the dark as 
to the character of the trouble which had 
brought here to death’s door. It was at 
the president’s distinct request that a 
signed statement issued ‘by the physicians 
was prepared and given to the press. 

Ali day long Lafayette park, opposite 
the Scott residence, was filled with crowds 
of people drawn thither not s0 much by 
curiosity as by an eager desire for direct 
news fromthe sick room. 

Although fully 150 yards from the house 
many of: them spoke in whispers. Late 
in the afternoon 4 little girl with an arm- 
ful of flowers braved the blue coats and 
ascended the steps. The butler opened 
the door. 

“T brought these for Mrs. McKinley,”’ 
she lisped, ‘‘we are so sorry. I hope she 
will be better soon.’’ Then she handed 
over the flowers and slipped away. 

Secretary Hay is utterly worn out by 
the strain of the last few days and the 
fatigue of the long journey. He rested 
in his room at the hotel all day.: 

At 9 o’clock tonight all was quiet 
around the Scott home. About 200 people 
were assembled in Lafayette square 
awaiting developments. There was 8 
feeling of relief when Secretary Cortelyou 
summoned the press reporters and gave 
them the bulletin announcing that the 
physicians reported Mrs. McKinley’s con- 
dition had decidedly improved since 
morning and that their patient was rest- 
ing well at that hour. A large detail) of 
police was on duty. keeping pedestrians 
and teams from approaching the house.

The Jury’s Vindication. 

The Earl of Yarmouth, scion of Brit- 
ish nobility, temporarily pursuing the 
vocation of actor in this country, is an 
enthusiastic admirer of one American 
institution—and well he may be. 

The particular institution which 
meets the approval of the earl] is the 
jury. His suit for damages against a 
New York newspaper which said cruel 
things about his ability as an actor has 
resulted in his favor, the jury awarding 
him damages in the sum of $2,500. 
While this was much less than the 
amount asked, the award carried with’ 
it victory and vindication, and the earl 
is happy. 

The result of the trial is a vindica- 
tion of the jury system, in a sense, as 
well as of the plaintiff. The earl would 
probably have resented the insinuation 
that.the sturdy New Yorkers who com- 
prised the jury were his “peers,” for he 
naturally possesses the British idea of 
class distinctions which -would place 
the man of title on a higher plane than 
the ordinary citizen of this free and 
untrammeled republic; and it was nat- 
ural that he should have been dubious 
of the reception which a British sub- 
ject, especially a British nobleman, 
would receive at their hands. He has, 
however, found to his very ‘great de- 
light that American jurymen did not 


allow themselves to be swayed by any 


of the petty prejudices which it was 
sought to instil in them, their sole de- 
sire being to do strict justice as be- 
tween the parties at interest. 

And that, it may be said ‘in passing, 
is demonstrated in nine out ‘of ten 
cases—perhaps a much greater propor- 
tion—decided by juries. 

The juryman is often made the butt 
of sneers in the humor columns of the 
newspapers, but he is able to stand all 
that. He goes ahead performing his 
duties as he sees them, and performing 
them well. In the vast majority of cases 
he is inspired solely by the desire to

Worlds’s Religious Statistics. 

Michael G. Mulhall, the noted statis- 
tician, compiled some interesting data 
just before his death resolving the 
world’s population into religious sub- 
divisions, and on account of the value 
of the data we reproduce it in part for 
the benefit of our readers. 

Beginning with Europe the figuresi 
are as follows: Christians, 348,500,- 
000; Mohammedans,. 6,600,000; Jews, 
6,500,000. In America there are 126,- 

00,000 Christians and 1,300,000 
pagans. No enumeration is made 
of Jews. In Asia there are 12,600,000 
Christians, 709,500,000 Moham- 
medans, 200,000 Jews and 667,800,000 
pagans. In Africa there are 4,400,000 
Christians, 36,000,000 Mohammedans, 
400,000 Jews and 91,000,000 pagans, and 
in Oceania there are 9,700,000 Chris- 
tians, 24,700,000 Mohammedans _ and 
4,400,000 pagans. 

Summing up the world’s religious 
population, exclusive of the Jews in 
America, the result is as follows: 

Christians,: 501,000,000; Mohammed- 
ans, 176,800,000; Jews, 7,100,000, and 
pagans, 764,500,000. We are not able 
to understand why the Jews in Amer- 
ica are not included in this table. Pos- 
sibly the omission is purely typograph- 
ical. We hardly think it likely that 
they could be included under the head 
of either Christians or pagans. 

Of course this enumeration is not 
based upon strict lines. Mr. Mulhall 
simply takes the world’s population 
as he finds it and treats it broadly 
upon the score of religious affiliations 
and affinities, without undertaking to 
‘be minutely accurate. For example, he 
credits America with 126,400,000 Chris- 
tians, and 1,300,000 pagans, dividing 
the population between the two. Clas- 
sifying the population with anything 
like exactitude we should say that 
America ought to be. credited with 
barely 12,000,000 Christians. We seri- 
ously doubt if there are actually this 
many church members. Mr. Mulhall 
classes as Christians all who are not 
avowed Mohammeduans, Jews or pa- 
gans. 

Taking the world’s Christian popula- 
tion, which he puts at 501,600,000, he 
makes the sub-divisions as follows: 
Catholics, 240,000,000; protestants, 163,- 
300,000, and Greeks, 98,300,000. 

Another table which Mr. Muthall fr¢- 
nishes is one showing the relative 
strength of Catholics and protestants 
in the various missionary fields of the 
globe. India is credited with 1,190,000 
Catholics and 634,000 ‘protestants; Chi- 
na with 1,116,000 Catholics and 88,000 
protestants; Siberia. with 70,000 Cath- 
olics and 20,000 protestants’ Syria, 
663,000 Catholics and 20,000 protest- 
ants; Africa, 2,660,000 Catholics and 
1,740,000 Catholics and 220,000 protest- 
ants. 
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Wail of a Passing Statesman. 

The anti-Irish declaration of Premier 
Salisbury must be regarded 4s the wail 
of a passing statesman. 

Loyalty in modern times is alto- 
gether a response to fair dealing. The 
man or the people treated with justice 
and equality becomes just as loyal as 


the maintenance of that condition de- 


mands. When injustice and inequality 
supervene, the continuance of loyalty 
is not to be expected. Ireland would, 
feel very little attach- 
ment for Lord Salisbury, while she 
would have fought to the last ditch in 
defense of such an Englishman as the 
late Mr. Gladstone. 

Lord Salisbury might find a valuable 
object lesson in Scotland. The Scot is 
intensely national. Nevertheless, un- 


der a union with England, in which 
her pride and traditions have never. 


been crossed, Scotland is even more 
loyal to the British government than 
the English people themselves. A crit- 
icism of the government that would 
find listeners in an English county 
would be hooted down by a Scotch 
constituency. The same policy would 
produce the same: results in Ireland. 

This is an age of governmental con- 
solidation all over the world. While 
this result is achieved at the expense 
of the petty rulers displaced, it general- 
ly carries with it larger rights for the 
average citizen and a generous recog- 
nition of traditional sentiment. Lord 
Salisbury speaks only for the England 
that is passing away—there is a mew 
England coming to the front, animated 
by modern ideas, whose treatment of 
public questions will be on a different 
order from that of the old. 


Remember Meiklejohn’s Fate. 

Minister Conger is in Washington, 
and ft is observed that he has not sep- 
arated himself from his present job to 
make that race for tne Iowa governor- 
ship.

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Washington, May 16.—(Specié!.)—Mrs. 
McKinley's serious illness in California, 
together with the alarming reports from 
Mrs. Gage's sick room, has sent a gloomy 
shadow over official and social circles 
here. The greatest interest is manifiest- 
ed in Mre. McKinley's condition, for 
Washingtonans have never ceased to 
wonder how the frail agi delfvate wife 
of the president has managed to endure 
the social ordeal through which she has 
passed. The president comes in for a 
large share of sympathy for those who 
are familar with the beautiful home-life 
of the president and his wife, can appre- 
ciate how great must be his suffering 
under the present conditions. 

When the presidential trip was original- 
ly planned, many of the friends of Mrs. 


McKinley and her husband suggested that 


such a long and fatieuing journey might 
be too exhaijeting for one so delicately 
constituted as Mrs. McKinley. The pres- 
ident hesitated about being separated 
from his wife for so long a period, and 
the latter would not hear any proposition 
which contemplated either the abandon- 
ment of the trip or of leaving her behind. 
She insisted that she was equal to the 
task, and cheerfully remarked that other 
members of the party might fall by the 
wayside, but she was certain that but 
for some unforseen accident she would 
not permit any disposif€on on her part to 
interfere with or delay the programme as 
arranged. ° 

It is generally believed here that Mrs. 
McKinley has been threatened with a 
general breaking down for more than a 
year passed, and only her indomitable 
will and a determination to relieve as far 
as possible her husband from furthér 
anxiety concerning her health, has kept 
her up. Everyone who has observed her 
during the past six months as she was as- 
sisted to and from her carriage by two 
Stalwart men could not help sympathiz- 
ing with her for the struggle she was 
evidently making to appear cheerful in 
spite of her affliction. Day after day 
tourists gathered on the white house 
portico to see her take her daily drives. 
On ‘these occasions she endeavored to be 
gracious to every one, and frequently 
exerted herself to bestow upen Ifttle chil- 
dren in the crowd some special mark of 
attention. After seeing Mrs. McKinley 
strangers invariably expressed the most 
profound sympathy for her in her deli- 
cate condition, and went away wondering 
how long her remarkable supply of vital- 
ity would last.

was not regarded as alarming until a few 
days ago. Since she came to Washing- 
ton she has endeavored to fulfill ali .the 
Social requirements of a cabinet officer’

and her home life is described as ideal 
by her personal friends. While residing 
in Washington, she has felt it her duty 
to the social demands imposed upon her 
by her husband's positon, and it is feared 
she has overtaxed herself. She is a gra- 
cious hostess and her entertainments take 
first place in administration circles. Sec- 
retary Gage’s devotion to his wife ig 
similar to that which President McKin- 
ley. shows for’ his life partner, and every 
moment Secretary Gage can spare from 
his desk in the treasury department is 
spent in the sick rodm with his invalid 
wife. For more than a week past he 
has spent most of his days at home trans- 
acting the public business in his private 
library with the assistance of his private 
secretary and a desk telephone. 

In anticipation of an abbreviation of the 
president's trip, on account of Mrs. Mce 
Kinley’s illness, several contemplated im<« 
provements and repairs at the white 
house have suddenly stopped. In view 
of the failure of congress to take kindly 
to the proposition to enlarge the execu. 
tive mansion in accordance with the 
plans submitted by the commission of 
public buildings and grounds, a number 
of modifications in the present structure 
were to be made during the president's 
absence. A large force of workmen was 
assembled the day after the presidential 
party left Washington and elaborate 
preparations have been under way ever 
since involving a thorough overhayling 
of the‘old structure, and a number of 
improvements which are calculated to 
ada to the healthfulnegs and the con- 
venience of the building. The news of 
Mts. McKinley's illness and the sugges- 
tion that it might be necessary to bring 
her back to Washington, several weeks 
in advance of the time scheduled for her 
return, active operations at the white 
house practically ceased. Scaffolding has

NORTHERN PACIFIC CORNER 
IN ITS FULL SIGNIFICANCE 


The Northern Pacific corner was the 
most remarkable event in American rail- 
way affairs. 

It. was neither intended nor desired. It 
was almost as repulsive to its promoters 
as it was to its victims. It produced a 
strange and terrible gituation where up- 
right and kindly men found themselves 
obliged either to prove faithless‘to trusts 
which had been reposed in: them or to 
crush:innocent people; including some of 
their own friends. 

In the year 1900 a new phrase became 
current ifthe railway world. It was call- 
ed community of ownership. It originated 
in an agreement between Mr. W!lliam K. 
Vanderbilt and Mr. Cassatt, whereby New 
York Central and. -Penns¥lvania- people 
were to acquire and hold stocks of other 
roads for the, purpose of avoiding unr-ec- 
essary railroad building, securing the 
maintenance of rates and establishing 
harmony between. trunk lines from the 
shore of Lake Ontario to ‘the ‘southern 
limits of the Norfolk and Western, 

It was apparent that if community of 
Ownership wwere desirable east of the Mis- 
Sissippi. it Was equally desirable in its ap- 
plication to the Granger, the Pacific and 
the Southwestern roads. Great plans be- 
gan to be undertaken. There was an ailli- 
ance between Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific, Mr. Hill becoming the largest 
stockholder in the line most closely com- 
peting with his own. The Vanderbilts ab- 
sorbed the roads in their territory. Steps 
were taken toward a combination of 
Gould lines and an extension of the Gould 
system. Union Pacific grasped ‘the enor- 
mous mileage of Southern Pacific end 
Reading absorbed Jersey Centra], 

These various combinations vrought in 
some cases mutterings of discontent, tut 
they were drowned by the accleim of 
those who approved the new alliances. 

The first real difficulty grew out of the 
attempt to secure contro] of st faul. 
Stock was bought in quantity, but the wish 
wish of Hill-Morgan interests tu acquire 
St, Paul was defeated partly by .che re- 
fusal of some of the large hoiders to sell 
their. preferred stock and partly on ac- 
count of the opposition of one of the great 
capitalists who had other plans in mind. 

Then followed the move which arvuused 
all the evils which burst out in the North- 
ern Pacific panic. 

The event which led to all this was the 
purchase of control of Burlington and 


Qumcy by Northern Pacific and Great 


Northern. Mr. Hill. was the inspiring 
cause. The possession of Burlington put 
Northern Pacific in a dominating position 
in the Northwest. 

The effect would be to relegate Union 

Pacific to the second plhice. This s'tuation 
came home with great force to the bank- 
ing house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., which 
stood as the represeiitative of the Un:on 
Pacific interests. 
. Tt was paointed out that Curiineton 
paralleled Union Pacific through Krrsas 
and Nebraska; that py means cf the 
western branches of Buriington, Nurthern 
Pacific was brought down to Denver; 
that the western terminus of Burlington 
approached Salt Lake with the possibility 
oF a connection wth the Clark road to 
the Pacific, and that Burlington as an in- 
dependent propérty had become an ag- 
gressive and at times dangerous competi- 
tor of Union Pacific.

Within a _ short 
time, positive evidence was acquired that 
Northern Pacific-Great Northern people 
had been the buyers of Burlington and & 
formal conference was held at the house 
of Mr. G. F. Baker to see if some ar- 
rangement could be made. Mr. Hill would 
not make or accept propositions and the 
Union’ Pacific people then endeavored to 


‘reach some agreement with Mr. Morgan. 


Two general propositions were. made. 
The first was that Union Pacific interests 
should be allowed to buy a portion of the 
Burfington stock which had been ac- 
quire@ by Northern. Pacific and Great 
Northern and participate with Northern 
Pacific in such traffic relations as might 
be established. The second proposition 


i was that an agreement should be made 


with a view to maintaining the integrity 
of the Union Pacific territory and the 
maintenance of certain relations with con- 
necting roads. Mr, Morgan had left for 
Europe before these propositions were 
fully considered, but the decision of the 
Hill-Morgan interest was that it was im- 
practicable to change arrangements which 
had been made or to bring Union Pacific 
into the combination. 

Union Pacific interests then gave for- 
mal notice that the acquisition of Burling- 


‘ton would be regarded as an unfriendly 


act, and that they should be obliged to 
take such action ag seemed necessary for 
self protection. : a 

The Union Pacific syndicate decided that 
yn could be obtained 
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only by the | its ce 


Pacific board. The people who rurchased 
control of Southern Pacific, without a 
whisper of the negotiations being heard 
in the street, needed no advice as to the 
best methods of securing Northern Pacific 
stock. While the street saw an exhibi- 
tion of fireworks in Union Pacific and 
heard stories of buying for control, Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. bought in the market and at 
private sale here and abroad. quietly but 
rapidly, large amounts of Northern Pa- 
cific stock. 

On Friday, May 3d, Union Pacific in- 
terests held over $65,000,000 of Northern 
Pacific stoek. Mr: Hill was notified of 
this fact and informed that the stock had 
been acquired not with a wish to change 
the mandgement; but solely :for. the pur- 
pose .of protecting Union Pacific.. Union 
Pacific asked for a reasonable represen- + 
tation in the Northern Pacific board. 

Northern Pacific people decided that di- 
vided olwnership was impracticable, and 
that the advantage of absolute centro} of 
Northern Pacific should not be surren- 
dered without a struggle. The ownership 
of the-comparatively small amount of 
Northern Pacific required to give absolute 
control became at once a vital necessity 
to both parties. On Monday and Tuesday 
last Northern Pacific soared under ccm- 
petitive buying, in which the price to be 
paid was immaterial. As the price ad- 
vanced, stock continued to be sold, and 
each party, knowing the skill and re- 
sources of the other, kept on buying un- 
til, as the world knows, the Kuhn, Loeb 
interest and the Morgan interest owned 
every share of Northern Pacific stock in 
existence and approximately 150,000 shares 
which had no existence. 


The high prices obtained for Northern 
Pacific on Wednesday and Thursday were 
not obtained by Morgan & “o., nor by 
Kuhn. Loeb & Coy They were obtained 
by scattered holders over the country. 

As soon as it became evident that a 
ic¥ose .comner existed, there was great 
anxiety on the part of the victims, in- 
cluding many wealthy and powerful peo- 
ple. The fetter the facts and the ne- 
cessities in the case were understood, the 
greater the anxiety. 

Arbitrage dealers at once made strong 
representations that they ought not to 


.be punished for the transactions of a le- 


gitimate business which made them bcr- 
rowers of stock while the actual certifi- 
cates were on the water. Both Morgan & 
Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. decided at once 
that they’ would lend stock flat to arbi- 
trage houses. Anxiety was then felt lest 
there should be a sudden closing of the 
Northern Pacific books, but Morgan & 
Co.quieted this alarm by statipg that there 
would be no sudden closing or other sieps 
calculated to require their opponents to 
call in loaned stock. 

Forbearance was extended in. many 
cases. Kuhn, Loeb & Co. loaned stock 
freely to those who had soti trust re- 
ceipts for cash instead of stock. Morgan 
& Co. expedited the transfer of trust re- 
ceipts into certificates, although in so dg- 
ing, they were in many cases changifig 
trust receipts which could have been voted 
by them into stock liable to be voted by 
their opponents. Stock was loaned to 
people on their word of honor that the 
certificates would be returned the next 
day no matter what prices then prevailed, 
and in only one or two cases was this con- 
fidence abused. 

Conferences were held at intervals all 
Thursday. Various methods of settlement 
were suggested, but they involved danger 
to one side or the other in @ contest where 
the outcome was s0 evenly balanced. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. offered to settle all 
purchases of short stock pro rata to holkd- 
ings of actual certificates so as to end the 


‘corner without altering the relative posi- 


tion of the two parties, but the proposition 
was not accepted. . 

It was evident, however, that the buy- 
ing in of stock Thursday under the con- 
ditions which then existed would be to 
break the street, and it was agreed by 
both parties that deliveries should not be 


enforced that day. 
Legal proceedings were started with ref- 


-erence to tying up transactions, but they 


did not affect the actual outcome.” Before 
any knowledge of. such proceedings was 
received, Kuhn, Loeb & Co. decided to set- 
tle all short contracts with them on the 
basis of 150 without any agreement as to

Is GATHERING FIGURES - 
FOR COTTON ESTIMATE 


Captain B. C. White, special field agent 
of the division of statistics, United States: 
agricultural department is in the city 
looking after statistics in Georgia espe- 
clally relating to the cotton crop. 

Captain White called at the depart- 
ment of agriculture yesterday and had a 
conference with Assistant Commisstoner 
Wright with reference to the situation. 
Captain Wright informed him that the 
view of the department was that the cot- 
ton acreave in Georgia would not be ma- 
terlally increased thig year. He was not 
able, however, to furnish him any figures 
at the present time. Captain Wright is 
just now engaged in sending out the 
blanks for the May crop report, and these 
will be in hand- by June ist, when some- 
thing definite about the crop in this state 
will no doubt, be known. 

Speaking of the bureau's estimate of 
the cotton acreage, Captain White said 
yesterday to a representative of The Con- 
stitution: 


“The bureatt estimate of cotton acre- | 


age will be promulgated in the early 
part of June this year. The usual time 
js June 10th, but this year it will be 


somewhere about the Ist. 

“TI am now making my usual tour. of 
the cotton states, investigating particu- 
larly the cotton acreage question, and 
forwarding reports by states to Mr. John 
Hyde, the statisticlan of the depart- 
ment. : 

' “Oh, no; mine is not the only report by 
any means that Statisticlan Hyde gets 
upon this or any other important ques- 
tion regarding the crops. Right here, if 
you will allow me, I would like to ex- 
plain to you and through you to the large 
number of the readers of The Constitu- 
tion something of the working and sys- 
tem Mr. Hyde has adopted to arrive at 
the complete accuracy that his reports 
have attained. He is a hard and earnest 
worker himself, endowed with great exec- 
utive ability, and the thorough discip- 
line in his division is without fault. Well, 
as to the organization and gathering of 
crop statistics. In each state the agri- 
cultural department has a state statisti- 


’ 


ag 


cal agent, and these agents make: their 
reports to Statistician Hyde. Each of 
these state agents have their correspond- 
ents in different sections of each county 
of their respective states, who report to 
them each month at stated periods. 

“These reports are compiled by the 
state agents and forwarded to Statisti- 
cian Hyde: In different. sections of each 
county of each state the statistician him- 
self has an entirely different corps of 
correspondents who make their reports 
directly to him and he has them com- 
piled. In addition to these, in the cotton 
states, reports are reeelved from all the 
cotton ginners. The special field agents 
cover the entire territory of their dis- 
tricts, keep in close touch with the state 
agents, investigate conditions thoroughly 
and make their reports to Statistician 
Hyde. This, in a measure, gives ~ou the 
data the statistician has before him when 
he gives out his estimates. Among the 
state statistical] agents are such men as 
ex-Governor Northen, of your own state; 
General James H. Lane, of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college, of Alabama; 
Professor 8. A. Knapp, of Louisiana; 
Professor Withers. of the Agricultural 
and Mercantile college of North Caro- 
lina, and men of that character. 

“I do not think you can find any one 
now who doubts the accuracy of Mr. 
Hyde's estimate of the cotton crop. 

‘Yes: I remember on the 10th of De- 
cember last when he.made his estimate of 
10,100,000 bales there Was a great deal of 
adverse criticism, but he had the facts be- 
fore him, and those who were criticising 
him so unjustly had not. I think they 
have realized this proposition now. 

‘The reason for the early issuance of 
the cotton acreage estimate this year is 
that Mr. Hyde, in addition to his position 
as statistician, has beén appointed a spe- 
cia] United States commissioner to visit 
the several European nations and ar- 
range with them for an interchange of 
crop reports by cable. From this you will 
see that the agricultural department is 
neglecting nothing that will add to our 
farming and business interests, Mr.

RICHARD H. EDMONDS TALKS 
OF BEAUMONT OIL GUSHERS 


ICHARD H. EDMONDS, editor of 
R The Manufacturers’ Record, is in At- 
lanta on his way home from 4 per- 
sonal investigation of the Beaumont oil 
fields. Referring to his trip and the im- 
pressions: made upon him Mr. Edmonds 
said; 

‘While I have had a special correspon- 
dent on the ground ever since the first 
well was struck, I wanted to make a per- 
sonal study of the situation in order to 
gain impressions at first hand. This dis- 
covery is of such far reaching importance 


~and may so revolutionize many interests 


that it deserves the most careful con- 
sideration of all business men; So far nine 
gushefs have been struck. but these are 


' all within a véry “limited area and until 


other wells now being bored reach the 
proper depth it will be impossible to form 


any sound conclusions as to the extent of- 


territory in which oil can be found, The 
natural conclusions would be that this is 
the greatest oll discoverv ever made in 
the world’s history, destined to become 
as noted as the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia and to have equally as great an 
effect upon business interests over a very 
wide tefritory in this country and abroad, 
but it would be unsafe to accept this as 
assured until the final test of more Wells 
proves the area in which oil can bé 
tound., ' 

“The whole situation in Beaumont is 
now waiting upon this. Many new wells 
are being put down and in a few weekg 
We shall. be able to form a final judgment 
upon this remarkable discovery. 

“It is not to be supposed that the 
‘gushers’ will continue to flow for any 
great length of time as freely as at 
present, as the history of spouting wells 
has generally been that in a short time 
they cease to spout and have to be pump- 
ed, thus materially reducing their output. 
But today if all were turned on at once 
the nine wells would have a capacity 
considerably greater than the other 70,000 
or 80,000 wells now in operation in the 
United States. In other words Texas has 
nine oi] wells which can. for a time at 
least. produce as much oil as the whole 
country now yields. If the new wells 
show that the field is a verv broad one, 
then ever allowing for the inevitable de- 
cliné of Output from these ‘gushers,’ th # 
indications would be in favor of Texas 
yielding more oil than the balance of tig 
United States. 


“The fact of the matter is that the 
whole oi] world ig staggered at the mag- 
nitude of this discovery and it will take 
some months, possibly several years, be- 
fore all the great questions connected 
with such a complex problem as market- 
ing this oil can be solved. It is quite 
probable that the facilities for the stor- 
ing. the handling and the transportati.. 
of this Beaumont oil. including tank 
steamers and barges, may require an ac- 
tual investment of $100,000,000, but until 
the extent of the field is determined more 
definitely the full dewelopment of these 
enormous facilities cannot be expected. 

“In the. meantime:,hundreds of com- 
panies to bore for oibdaére being organized. 
Scme of them are g00d: many are ‘wild- 
cat.’ In any event pi], speculation or in- 
vestment in ofl sto¢éks if not a business 
for poor people who cannot afford to lose. 
Sometimes the profits are enormous, but 
the chances of loss:are so many that it 
ought to be only a rich man’s game, and 
where no ome would invest anything 
which he could not lose without feeling it. 
In this respect it is Very much like a gold 
mining proposition, too speculative except 
for the speculator. He can afford to take 
great chances in the hope of correspond- 
ingly great profits. So far about 200 oil 
companies have been organized, many. of 
them said by Texas pedple to be absolute- 
ly ‘wildcat’ concerns, but many legitimate 
companies. officered by the very foremost 
business men of Texas and Louisiana, 
are preparing to do a legitimate oll busi- 
ress. It is quite probable that within 
twelve months we shall see 2,000 com- 
panies chartered, though many of them 
may never do any business but sell stock. 

“All Texas is ardused and the whole 
State will be bored full of holes looking 
for oil, and-though they may not fing it 
everywhere, they will find many other 
things. the development of which will 
enrich the state. 

“*The.lesson to be learned is that the 
south has vast undeveloped resources and 
that patient work may bring to Hght 
Many wealth-creating possibilities. The 
ofl discoveries of Texas are already 
causing many Alabama people to prepare 
to bore for oil in that state and while jn 
Beaumont, an oil borer told me that it was 
almost certain that gas and oil would be 
found in the Birmingham district. We 
have little realization as yet of what 
latent wealth the south really has, for we 
have hardly scratched the ground in our 
work of development. New sources c® 
wealth and now avenues of employment 
will constantly open to the magic touch 
of scientific investization and capital. and 
areat as is Beaumont’s oil discovery, 
other places in the South may become 
even more famed for some other and 
equally as unexpected discovery.”’

GOVERNOR ACTS ON REQUEST 


Members Had No Uniforms and 
Were Without a Vessel for In- 
gtruction—Lieut. Einzie 
- Authorized To Form 
New Division. 


The Torpedo division, naval battalion 
Georgia stata troops, located at Bruns- 
wick, has been disbanded by order of the 


governor. 
Lieutenant James S. Wright, command- 
ing the division, wrote a letter to the gov- 


pedo division be disbanded for reasons 
which he stated, and the governor yester- 
day complied with his request. Adjutant 
General J. W. Robertson ‘wrote to Lieu- 
tenant Wright yesterday informing him 
of the action of the governor, and now 
the Torpedo division is no more. 

In his letter to the governor Lieutenant 
Wright stated that the members of the 
civision had no uniforms that were ‘‘de- 
cent” cnough for the men to be seen in 
ypon the streets. The state gnd the navy 
department, he said, Fave buth refused 
to furnish the uniforms asked for, and 
the men do not feel that they should be 
made to purchase them themselves. 

In the second place Lieutenant Wright 
stated that the division had no vessel or 
beat of any kind fcr the purposé of in- 
structicn, the inference being therefore, 
that the existence of the division was 
practically useless. 

As a matter of fact there is no fund 
from which uniforms can be supplied the 
naval militia. The. credit appropriation 
made by the government to the naval mil- 
itia of the states does not provide for the 
rerchase of uniforms as is the case with 
the appropriation made .to the other 
branches of the militia, and the state hs 
no fund with which to buy them. All of 
the members of the other divisions of 
raval militia,-one of which is in Bruns- 
wick and the otrer in Savannah, pir- 
chased their own uniforms 

The Torpedo division, which has just 
been disbanded, was comprised of three 
Officers and thirty- fovr men. All of the 
offiers except Lieuctenant J. S. Wright 
had resigned, and the division seemed 
to have lost its hold. 

Another division of naval militia, how- 
ever, will organized in vann 
Lieutenant J. H. Kinzie, commanding the 
Third division, has requested permission 
to reorganize the Second division, former- 
ly located in Savannah, but which was 
d'sbanded for lack of efficiency in 1899 

Lieutenant Kinzie writes that he has 
thirty-six good men ready to go into the 
Second division, ani his request for per- 
mission to reorganize it has been granted.

DUSKY TAYLOR IS DEFEATED. 


American Negro Oyclist Beaten by 
French Crack Jacquelin. 


Paris. May 16.—In:.the bicycle match 
today for the world’s championship be- 
tween ‘‘Major’’ Taylor, the colored Ameri- 
can rider, and Jagquelin,..the . crack 
French cyclist. at the Parc des Princes, 
in the Bois de Boulogne, Jacquelin won 
two races out .0f three. The third race 
was not run. 

One of the biggest crowds ever gathered 
at a French cycling event was present. 
About 28,000. persons paid double gate 
money. The victory of Jacquelin was 
most popular and caused wild enthusi- 
asm. The crowd invaded the track and 
Jacauelin was carried on the shoulders 
of his admirers. 

There Was no attempt to make fast 
time. Three parts of each race Were run 
at little better than a walking pace, with 
a final rush home about 300 vards. 

As an illustration of how the race was 
run it may said that the strugz® 
seemed to see which could go the slowest 
and at one point both leaned against the 
fence for a few seconds. Finally, when 
entering the home stretch of the second 
and, last lap of the first race Jacquelin 
suddenly darted forward and Taylor fol- 
lowed suit. They reached the winning 
post with fust daylight between Jacque: 
lin’s hind wheel and Tavlor’s front wheel. 
Jacauelin won the second and final race 
even more easily. winning by ten yards.

The Objects of Surface Tillage. 


The old idea was, and it still prevails to 
some extent, that what we call ‘‘cuitivat- 
ing a crop’ was for the purpose of destroy- 
ing grass and weeds. Many farmers of 
the generations gone by were well satis- 


crops if the fields were reasonably clean. 
The old plan was to go over the crop with 
plows “every three weeks.” A farmer 
was satisfied of the duty performed if 
he had given his corn three plowings at 
intervals of three weeks between the 
plowings, and was disposed to acquit 
himself of blame and charge the result to 
providence if the crop should fail for the 
want of rain. But we now better under- 
stand the obiects of tillage, and realize 
that the conservation of moisture is the 
main object of stirring the soil. 

Our summer crops are likely to suffer 
more from lack of moisture than from 
weeds and grass. We can kill the grass 
at will, but no power on earth can make 
it rain. Therefore, n the absence of reg- 
ular and abundant showers we are con- 
strained to adopt such methods of prepa- 
ration and culture as will (1) store up in 
the soil the surplus moisture of the win- 
ter and spring season, and (2) prevent too 
rapid evaporation of the water that falls 
during the growing period of the crop. 
The first purpose is accomplished by deep 
and thorough breaking and pulverizing 
the soll in advance of planting the crop, 
thereby forming a deep and mellow bed 
of from ten toa fifteen inches, or more, 
in depth. The time has passed, for this 
season, for deep breaking. The crops 
are now planted and should be growing, 
but we are confronted at this very early 
stage of growth with a drought that has

er part of the country. Such a dry spell 


fect the final outcome of a crop, provided, 
only that there be a good stand and the 
ground has been well prepared and kept 
in a mellow, broken condition since plant- 
ing. 

Tillage from now on must be for the 
purpose of making the most of the moist- 
ure already stored up in the soil, and of 
that which shall come at irregular inter- 
vals for the next few months. We wish 
to save the water and not let it evaporate 
and waste. This can be done by ‘‘mulch- 
ing,’’ a term that usually suggests to the 
mind a covering of leaves or straw, or 
something of the sort, such as we have 
long been accustomed to provide for the 
irish potato patch and the strawberry 
patch. But leaves are not the only ma- 
terial that can be successfully used for 
mulching purposes. Every one who knows 
how to set out a few cabbage or tomato 
plants in dry weather has: realized the 
great benefit of a’covering of dry, loose 
soil around the plants after watering 
them. Dry, loose soil—even perfectly dry 
dust—is an excellent mulehing material, 
and has the very great advantage of be- 
ing always at hand when needed—that is 
to say, the top soil is always in evidence 
and needs only to be stirred to the depth 
of one to two inches in order to form a 
dust blanket, or mulch, and that will be 
little less effective than a coating of 
leaves and far cheaper. 

The theory of the action of a dust 
mulch, or a well stirred surface soil is 
this. The deever soil, having “run to- 
gether,’’ or become compacted as a re- 
sult of previous rainfalls, forms more or 
less continuous capillary tubes which 
“suck” up the water from the still deeper 
subsoil, just as a lump of sugar will 
“suck"’ up water into its everv pore if 
only .the lower edge be dipped into the 
fluid. Now if this compacted condition 
of the soil be continuous to the very sur- 
face this capillary flow of the soil water 
will also be continuous to the surface, 
and then the moisture will evaporate un- 
der the influence of dry air and hot sun- 
shine. If now, after a rainfall, we dis- 
turb the upper layer of the soil, say to 
a depth of one to three inches, by means 
of anv effective surface cultivator, we 
practically stop the capillary action. The 
water from below the stirred superficial 
layer will not readily pass through this 
broken up layer. but remains below with- 
in reach of the plant roots. 

The idea then is to keep the surface 
soil, as constantly as possible, in a finely 
broken and disjointed condition by stir- 
ring it after every rainfall. I have often 
considered that when a good rain, how- 
ever much it may be needed, falls on the 
coil immediately after it has been stirred, 
that. the work of stirring was. largely 
‘labor lost.’’ It is so much better to 
stir the soil as early as practicable after 
a “season” than before a “season.” But,

New York, May !4.—Each day the markets 
fall more and more under the influence of the 
weather conditions bearing upon the develop- 
ment of the new crop, Showers and local rains 
aver a large portion of the southwest and the 
Mississippi valley during Saturday and Sunday 
caused our market to lose the greater portion 
of the advance of last week. A heavier rain- 
fall is needed in many portions of Texas, 
though in the past a dry month of May ac- 
companied by showers has been found to 
give the crop the foundation needed to secure 
a fair yield. With the exception of isolated 
sections, these recent showers have given the 
needed moisture for the present, though, of 
course, the crop will need good weather to 
produce a full yield, After the curtailment 
of the last two crops by unforseen weather 
conditions the trade and the planters are nat- 
urally disposed to hold less optimistic views 
regarding the promise for next season, It 
would not be natural to expect any other view 
of the future to be held by them. 

Regarding this crop there is now little ques- 
tion that the supply will leave a surplus on 
hand at the end of the season depending en- 
tirely upon the prospects of the growing crop. 
Should the outlook be for a large crop the 
surplus will be larger than should the outlook 
be for a smaller crop, as in one case the cot- 
ton now held back for an advance in July 
would be quickly sold while, on the other 
hand, the prospects of a small yield would re- 
tain the cotton in first hands. . 

During the past few days cottén houses have 
' been rather free sellers of July, leading to the 
conclusion that should any: manipulation be 
attempted it would be by others than those 
directly connected with the trade. Doubtless | 
the reason is to be found in their knowledge 
of the cotton still remaining in the country 
suitable for tender upon contract and waiting 
for some upward move to Future 
movement in prices ‘will, be de- 
pendent upon crop prospects.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET 

New York, May 16.—There was a still fur- 
fher lapse of interest in the stock market to- 
day, as was shown by the decline in the volume 
of dealings below a million shares for the first 
time since the late boom attained force. 
market also gave.evidence of a further prog- 
ress toward normal conditions. There was 
still a rather feverish price movement, but 
the oscillations showed a lessening tendency. 
These are phenomena which invariably follow 
a panic. Usually the first violent relapses 
after the first rebound do not carry prices back 


‘as low as the panic level, nor do the rebounds 


reach as high as the previous level. After 
the violence of the fluctuations has subsided 
there is likely to be a dull period and @ gravi- 
tating tendency toward a lower level unless 
some new factors of strength develop to re- 
awaken outside buying demand. Today the 
speculative contingent were inclined to look 
for such a new inffuence to the promised set- 
tlement of the Northern Pacific dispute. No 
authentic information can be had as to the 
terms of this agreement, but it is generally 
accepted in Wall stteet that it will in- 
sure the safeguarding of the interests which 
deem themselves threatened by the Burlington 
deal without detracting from the benefit of 
that deal to its original projectors. The rapid 
progress reported to be making in the deposit 
of Burlington stocks to be exchanged for the 
proposed new bonds seemed to insure the rapid 
consummation of the Burlington deal itself. 
The effect of this development was most mani- 
fest, in St. Paul and Rock Island, Northern 
Pacific, owing to the abnormal standing of 
that stock in the market, was an index to the 
situation. The process of exchange going on 
in the Burlington steck affected it to some 
extent in the same way. The advancing ten- 
dency in Union Pacific was constantly checked, 
supposedly by the surmises as to the method 
of tinancing the purchases of Northern Pacific 
stock made in the company’s interest. The ad- 
vance in St. Paul over last night’s level 
reached 7%, Great Northern preferred 6% and 
Rock Island 4%. Another active center of 
speculation was Amalgamated Copper, in 
which the buying was large, apparently by 
inside interests, and regarding which various 
items of news were published during the day. 
The most important was the reported inten- 
tion of the vice chancellor of New Jersey to 
diss»lve the injunction against the absorption 
of the Butte and Boston and the Boston and 
Montana companies. The stock advanced at 
one time 7%.

} Contractor ‘William Mahar Will First 


Lay the Line on Alabama 


ork on the underground electr’c light- 
ing system of the Atlanta Raliway and 
Power Company was commenced yester- 


day afternoon and will be pushed rapidly 


forward to completion within the next 
few months. Ground was broken on Ala- 
bama street below Pryor. 

The contract for laying the underground 
conduits has been let to William Mahar. 
The first line of conduits will- be laid on 
Alabama street: From the present point 
of opening the line will be continued up 
to the fire department headquarters. 

The company has already received a 
large shipment of conduits and these will 
be laid.as fast as possible. Other ship- 
ments are expected almost daily. A large 
force of hands is to be put to work dig- 
ging the trenches for the wire conduits 
and it is expected that the underground 


system within the inner fire limits will 


be completed in about sixty-five days. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany yesterday morning filed its bond for 
$25,000 to protect the city from any dam- 
ages which might arise from accidents 
resulting from the placing of the under- 
ground system or the operation of the 
plant. The ond, which is in one of the 
large security companies of Baltimore, 
was filed with the mayor, who ap- 
proved it. 

As soon as the bond was approved the 
contractor began the work. Ernest Wood- 
ruff, president of the Atlanta Rzilway 
and Power Company, stated yesterday 
that he expected the underground system 
to be down and ip operation within sixty 
or seventy days. 

Mr. Woodruff will leave today at noon 
for Niagara Falls, where he will be in 
attendance at the convention of electric 
light men. He will be accompanied by 
Thomas Elliott, the chief engineer of the 
company.

FITZGERALD SUED 


FOR BIG JUDGMENT 


Effort To Make Town Council Levy a 
Tax To Pay It. 


LOWER COURT ISSUED ORDER 


City Council Appealed Case. tothe 
‘Supreme Court. 


FIRST CASE OF KINO BROUGHT UP 


Presents a New Question for the Su- 
preme Court To Take Under 
Consideration. 


An appeal in an unusual and interest- 


ing case was docketed in the supreMe court 


yesterday afternoon. The case is the re- 
sult of an effort on the part of a bank 
to meke the town council of Fitzgerald 
levy a tax for the purpose of,speying a 
judgment which the bank holds against 
the town. 

The Merchants afd Planters’ Bank of 
Fitzgerald applied to Judge D. M.. Rob- 
erts, of the Oconee circuit, for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the town council of 
Fitzgerald to levy a tax for the purpose 
of paying a judgment against the town 
amounting to $4,202.07. This judgment, it 
seems, was obtained by the firm of Bat- 
der & Bowen, and was sold to the bank. 

There was not sufficient funds in Fitz- 
gerald’s treasury to pay the amount, or 
rather there was no money there which 
could legally be devoted to that purpose. 
When the town refused to pay, there- 
fore, the bank brought suit and sought 
to get its money through having the 
courts issue a mandamus order directing 
the city council to levy a tax for the pur- 
pose of making the payment. 

The case was heard before Judge Rob- 
erts on an agreed statement of facts and 
he decided in favor of the: bank, requir- 
ing the council to levy the tax. 

In appealing the suit the city council 
of Fitzgeraitad contends that under the 
code of Georgia it is not permitted to 
levy’ a tax for more that one-half of 1 
per cent per annum without submitting 
the question to the qualified voters, in 
which event the proposition must be rat- 
ified by two-thirds of them. It is stated 
that no such election has been called. It 
is further contended that the full amount 
of taxation allowed under the law has al- 
ready been levied this year, and that all 
of the money has-been appropriated to 
other purposes. 

The case is decidedly an unusual one, 
and it is said to be the first time a case 
of this kind has been brought to the sn- 
preme court,
